A later traveller, however, 
establishes (he statements of the Laloon peo- 
ple, with regard to these wild men, as being 
founded on tacts. Mr. Koberts, United States 
Envoy to Southern Asia, in his account of his 
embessy to Siam, published in 1522, speaks of 
both the Orang Keoboos and the Orang Goo- 
goos as a race of beings whose claims to rank 
with the buman temily, though apparent, were 
rather quesuonible ia many particulars. (her 
races, equally as remarkable as those spokea 
ot, are mentioned by the Malays on the coasts 
of Sumatra and Borneo, as existing in the inte- 
rior ot those islands; and they are all classed 
under the one general head of Orang Utan, 
which they apply to upward of twenty different 
races of wild men, among which are included 
many tribes of the wild Dyaks of Borneo; and 
im tact the term Orang Utan is applied by the 
Malays to ail the lower species of the human 
race, > subsist on the spentancous procuc- 
tions of natare, and not confined in its accepta- 
tion, as with us, to = certain species of ape. 
Thus they say, Orang Utan Koobo, the wild 
brown man; Orang Utan Googoor, the wild 
undeveloped man, (the word Guogoor literally 
signifying s fetus) Orang Utan Papen, the wild 
black man, and so with others. I would here 
remark that the commen pronunciation and 
spelling of Orang Utang or Ootang is wrong, as 
it ought to be Uten without the g; the word 
U tang signifies debt, and joined to Urang signi- 
fles a debt-man as they say, or debtor. On one 
occasion, a Malay was puzzled to hear me speak 
of my desire to capture, what he understood 
me to say, by my pronunciation, a young debtor 
in the woods of Borneo; and it was some time 
befero be could comprehend that | meant a ba- 
boon, and not an insolvent mortal. A similar 
correption is to be observed in the article of 
commerce called cajepat, which is derived trom 
the Malay words, Cayoo Pootee, or white wood, 
Another traveller, Mr. Wicdsor G. Earle, of 
very extensive experience in the Malayad Ar- 
chipelago, staies some very curious facts tor the 
ethnologist in bis account of the Indian seas. 
He meutions remarkable suffed specimen of « 
species of baboos, which he obtained from Mr. 
Benant, a Dutch resident oa the Eastern coast 
of Borneo. “I have not,”’ he remarks, « seen 
it described in any work on Natural History 
that has come under my observation. It ig 
about three feet high, when standing erect —is 
covered with short, glossy brown hais, and has 
ue tail. The chief point in which it difters from 
al! otbers I have secon, consists in the conforme- 
tion of the feo; for the nose, instead of being 
broad aad dat, is long and sequiline, projecting 
about an inch and « half from the fice. The 
cvautenance, however, does not bear so strong 
& resemblance to that of the European, as the 
face of the common Orang Utan to that of the 
African.”” Again, he says, “ A very interest. 
ing species of Orang Utan is to be found ic 
Borneo, called the Wow Wow, a small, long 
armed, tallless ape, of a light brown color. He 
is extremely gentle, having none of the mis 
chievous trieks of the monkey; and was (in the 
lustane that came under bis observation) there 
fore permitted to be at large and enjoy the 
fre> range of the house.
